It has been, with this Thirty-Third Issue, eight years since NCNA Heads and 
Tales began publishing, and in these past eight years, much of Your Editor's initial 
idealistic hopes for this poor claim at numismatic journalism have long been disposed 
of to the rubbish heap of dashed dreams. However, regardless of this forging upon the 
anvil of reality, Your Editor remains confirmed both to his personal intense enthu- 
siasm for our hobby and with his firm convictions as to what it should be. 


First, investment should be made and kept secondary to the joy of just collect- 
ing. Realizing that economic turbulence of the past two decades coupled with numis- 
matics consistently being a leading investment and income opportunity, such a state- 
ment sounds noble but is simply impractical. What must be insisted, regardless, is 
that the whole world and science of numismatics, since its first beginnings centuries 
ago, is a hobby first. To attract new hobbyists and retain those disillusioned, we 
all must always confirm both in word and deed that first and foremost numismatics 
is and will always be a hobby. 


Second, the foundation of the coin hobby remains the local coin clubs. It is 
not with national or regional multi-day conventions nor attending big-time media pro- 
moted auctions. Neither is it subscribing to periodicals and being an armchair hobby- 
ist. Rather, as Your Editor as often written before, it is at the local level that 
our hobby is best: that opportunity one or twice or more a month to be with and to 
enjoy, to learn, and to relax together with fellow hobbyists from one's own community. 


United States Mint commemorative coinage policy that lacks reason and which is gover 
ed by the whim of the United States Congress drunk with its Constitutional powers ov 
coinage. It is now inevitable that commemorative coinages have begun down an endless 
path, marked and curbed by numerous issues of multiple demoninations and mint marks. 
While at the same time, no clear effort has been initiated for a coherent national 
policy on such coinages. 


Third, the future of the coin hobby cannot be enhanced nor made better with a &

Fourth, in a world rapidly changing and with the ever quicking pace of life, 
our hobby still offers a respite from the mundane cruelty of living. As a hobby first 
and foremost, it is recreation, and as such an important means in good health. One 
has yet to get sick from collecting coins or have to take two aspirins after putting 
a new find into a 2x2 flip, although driving the Golden Gate Bridge, the so-called 
world's most beatiful bridge, at 7:30am would quickly guarantee both immediately. As 
a means to relax, to be with others, and to learn, the coin hobby remains with few 
equals. 


As I now start, hopefully, my ninth year, these few reflections are but a few 
of my thoughts at this milestone. Maybe they are common to others, or maybe, and most 
likely, only my narrow reflections of our coin hobby. Whatever, the world of coins, 
this coin hobby, still enthralls and ignites me for in the final analysis, regardless 
of its troubles or my compliants, its still opens much of life, our world, the past, 
and hopes of tomorrow to its dedicated adherents.
